Numerous prisoners were de- 
clared by the army newspaper Red 
Star to have been captured on the 
central front, where Field Marshal 
Model was reported in charge of 
Nazi defences as commander of the 
9th Army.

MONTREAL, Aug. 29.—(CP).— 
Registration of the first group of 
women under the national selec- 
tive service plan will get under- 
way Sept. 14 and last for five 
days, Mrs. Rex Eaton, assistant 
director of national selective ser- 
vice, women’s division, said yes- 
terday. 


Only women in the age group 20- 
24 will be affected, 

Registration is compulsory. Those 
who are to register are: 

1, All unemployed women, mar- 
ried or single, whether previously 
employed or not. 

2. All.employed women not hold- 
ing unemployment insurance regis- 
tration cards, 

3. All domestics, self-employers 
such as proprietors, owners of small 
businesses, nurses, provincial civil 
servants, teachers, and those em- 
ployed by industrial and charitable 
institutions, excluding members of 
religious orders. 


CALL OTHERS LATER 

Other age groups will be called 
upon to register later, Mrs. Eaton 
said, with the registration split into 
small groups to facilitate analysis 
of the registration findings, and to 


avoid congestion at registration 
centres. 
After registration of all age 


groups has been completed, wom- 
en in each group will be called 
for an interview in which they 
will be given suggestions as to 
where they can best serve, 

While the registration itself is 
compulsory, there is no intention of 
using compulsion to obtain labor, 
Mrs. Eaton said, adding “I am con- 
vinced that women are willing and 
ready to be told where they can 
best serve.”

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The War Today 


By JOHN COLLINGWOOD READE 


Soviet Productive Strength 
Concentrated Deep Inside Asia 


There seems to be some differ- 
ence of opinion as to the effect of 
winter on the southern battlefronts 


of Russia. It is now suggested that 
Hitler concentrated on the Caucas- 
us for his summer offensive largely 
in order to fight his way clear of 
the Russian winter and carry the 
war into ground where frost and 
rain will not hold his army immo- 
bile for a large part of the year. 
The territory which lies be- 

tween the Black and the Caspian 
Seas is no small area, It cannot be 
referred to in general terms, One 
might as well speak of the climate 
of Ontario, ignoring the differ- 
ence between Sudbury and Nia- 
gara, as speak of the weather in 
the area at present being fought 
over, 

The weather along the Black Sea 
coast and Trans-caucasia, is endur- 
able, throughout the winter, and 
quite suitable for military oper 
ations. The area south of the Cau- 
casus Mountains enjoys a very tem- 
perate climate. 

But around the mouth of the Vol- 
fa and fifty miles inland from the 
Caspian shores the wind whistles 
chill and biting. Moreover, there is 
a period before the frost sets in 
when the ground is very muddy. 

Reaching the Volga will not leave 
the enemy free to stabilize his line 
and turn his attention elsewhere. 
The battle will still be fought along 
the whole length of the upper Don, 
and the Russians will maintain a 
stout resistance in the area west 
of Astrakhan, where marshes im- 
pede the operation of armored ve- 
hicles. 


STRENGTH OF*SOVIET ASIA 

Today we reproduce a map of 
Soviet Asia, prepared by Raymond 
Arthur Davies for the book of that 
name, of which he is co-author with 
Andrew J. Steiger. Mr. Davies 
kindly lent me a print from one ot 
his plates, and, as this is probably 
the only detailed map of the terri- 
tory in English, it is of special in 
terest now, as the Germans are ap- 
proaching the outer defences of this 
rich area, 

Ine area itselt is protected 
by the Ural Mountains, an almost 
impassable desert south of the 
mountains and the Caspian Sea, 
Behind those natural barriers lies 
the real source of Russian 
strength, 

Before talking casually of crum- 
bling Russian defences and the im- 
minent destruction of Russia’s mili 
tary power, we might do well to 
ponder this map and note the range 
of resources and the number ot 
manufacturing plants of all kinds 
which are nestled behind the shel- 
tering peaks of the Ural Mountains. | 

Rail communications are not} 
shown on this map, because it is | 
taken from a single plate of a two- 
color map and the communication 
systems were superimposed in an: | 
other color. However, the entire | 
area is served by a network of} 
railways and oil pipe lines. 

It is too early yet to determine 
whether the heavy attack made by | 
the British Eighth Army in the cen 
tre of Rommel’s defence line west 
of El Alamein is the opening blow 
in a determined attempt to defeat 
the Axis armies in a decisive 
battle. It is not unusual, when fight- 
ing lines have become clearly de- 
fined and long established, to carry 
out a number of strong attacks for 
the purpose of reconnoitring the 
enemy's defences and knocking a 
breach in them, 


STRONG DESERT ARMY 


By this time the enemy will have 
planted land mines in a broad 
band; and before armored forces 
can be thrown against him these 
minefields will have to be located 
and corridors left for the passage 
of his own troops discovered. In- 
evitably, therefore, any major of- 
fensive would develop only after a 
number of preliminary, assaults.

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Dangerous Rumors 


The Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
has requested the public to refrain from 
spreading rumors about impending ration- 
ing, and has pointed its request with a 
sharp reference to the penalties which at- 
tach themselves to such mischievous 
talk. 

There is sound reason for such a re- 
quest and such a warning. 

The past few weeks have witnessed 
several runs on consumer goods in Can- 
ada. There was a panic-stricken run on 
women’s clothing in Ottawa, on soap and 
on butter in other centres. In all cases, 
rumors of shortages and probable ration- 
ing were held to blame for this hectic and 
foolish buying. 

No basis existed for these rumors, but 
the mere fact that rumor could cause such 
panic buying is a rather serious reflection 
on the state of mind of many Canadians. 

When they Tead or hear of a possible 
shortage of any commodity, they immedi- 
ately think in terms of scarcity, of the 
kind of scarcity most Europeans have 
learned to dread. They conjure of visions 
of their inability to purchase certain com- 
modities in the near future at any price— 
and proceed to hoard. 

There is a scarcity of a few articles in 
Canada, mostly things it is necessary at 
present to import, such as rubber, sugar, 
tea and coffee. Of those things we must 
be careful because the supply is limited 
and the source of supply closed for the 
time being. 

But such things as butter, most essen- 
tial clothing, soaps and all essential food- 
stuffs are another matter altogether. 
There may be temporary shortages in 
some of these, but there certainly will not 
be actual scarcity. 

In almost every case, there is plenty to 
go around, if people do not try to hoard, 
do not cause runs on retail stores and do 
not indulge in a lot of irresponsible talk 
about impending rationing. 


Tied Up Again 


The Japanese labor camps west of 
Jasper have been broken up, the inmates 
sent to idle in “ghost” towns in the interior 
of British Columbia—where they will have 
to be fed at the public expense, and the 
Puilding of the highway link from Jasper 
to Blue River again put on the “some time” 
list 

The trouble appears to have been that 
the workmen were discontented because 
they were separated from their families. 
This at any rate was the reason they gave 
for not working at all at times and work- 
ing half-heartedly the rest of the time. 

In that connection it must be remem- 
bered that Tokyo made certain stipulations 
as to the employment of its ‘‘nationels” in 
Canada. These must not be made to do 
physical labor if they objected. 

Technically the Japanese authorities 
have no right to lay down such a condition, 
but unfortunately they have the power to 
enforce it. Too many Canadians are pris- 
oners in Japan for Canadian authorities to 
deal harshly with Japanese who choose to 
refuse to build roads. 

For two reasons it is unfortunate that 
this project broke down. The Japanese 
road-builders there were at least earning 
their keep, or were supposed to be doing 
so, and it may not be possible to set them 
at useful work elsewhere. But the major 
cause of regret is that the linking of Jas- 
per with Blue River, and the opening of the 
through route from Edmonton to the 
coast, is apparently to be halted indefinite- 
ly. 

There is, of course, a possibility that 
this will be declared to be a necessary war- 
time undertaking, and other labor set at 
the job. Otherwise the hope that the war 
might result in the completion of this long 
desired highway is “out” for the duration. 


Supplies Coming Up 


It not a war secret that Canadian 
troops in training and units of our reserve 
army have not been fully equipped. That 
has been said so often officially that the 
enemy may be assumed to know the fact. 
The reason for this was given last week 
by the Minister of Munitions, not for the 
first time Seventy per cent of all the 
munitions made in Canada is going to the 
fighting fronts. Some weeks ago the per- 
centage was given as even higher. 
The choice has been to keep weapons 
Canada for training purposes and to 
arm defence forces which might or might

not need them—or to send these tools to 
Russia and the Middle East where they 
were desperately needed at once. Right 
or wrong—right most people will think-

Mr. Howe gave a few facts which will 
help the public to a mort correct under- 
standing of how this branch of the war 
effort has expanded, and how substantial 
a contribution Canada has been and is 
making to the arming of the Allied forces. 

By the end of this year, he said, Can- 
ada will be producing 500 tanks and 800 
planes every month—practically all the 
planes of combat types. Canadian ship- 
yards are now turning out ten cargo ships 
per month, and by October they will be 
launching twelve per month. The  con- 
struction of naval vessels is keeping pace. 

These items are typical of the all- 
around expansion of our war production. 
They are not selected instances of pro- 
duction speed-up. In turning out motoriz- 
ed transport vehicles and guns the pro- 
gress has been as good, if not better. If 
our problem had been only that of arming 
our own forces, there would be no better 
equipped troops in the world than those in 
our training camps and defence posts— 
as now there are no better armed men in 
the world than our troops overseas. 


The Hours Count 


Hamburg has been bombed from the 
air 94 times. Still, after the 93rd attack 
it was still functioning as a production 
and forwarding centre on a scale which 
warranted another and the heaviest of all 
the raids. 

Those who say that an air offensive 
cannot be the decisive factor in winning 
the war point to such repeat-bombings as 
proving the point. If aerial bombardment 
is so effective, they argue, it should not be 
necessary to blast the same area repeated- 
ly. 

But there is another item in the cal- 
culation. The latest and heaviest raid on 
Hamburg occupied less than an hour. It 
is unlikely that during the whole 94 at- 
tacks the city has been actually under 
bombardment for more than 80 hours. But 
suppose the figure were 96 hours—that is 
four days and nights, 

Where was a fortified place ever re- 
duced in that length of time by ground ar- 
tillery, or by naval guns? Compare the 
length of time it took Hitler to capture 
Sevastopol, or Franco to take Madrid, or 
the Japanese to capture Singapore. In all 
these cases the aim was to gain possession 
of the place, not to wipe it out of existence; 
and heavy type bombing planes were used 
as auxiliaries only if at all. 

What would be left of Hamburg after 
even 1,000 hours of continuous air-bomb- 
ing? Or what would have been left of 
London if the luftwaffe could have rained 
bombs on it unceasingly for that length 
of time from say 1,000 planes? The world 
has not even yet seen what sustained air 
bombing can do to a city, much less to a 
country. We may know more about that 
before the summer is ended.

It is a melancholy business these 


days to follow the unbelievably 
abject and grovelling propaganda 


of Vichy France. But we must have 
a look at

Guadeloupe and Martinique echo 
Vichy's servile Nazi talk. They 
get most of their news from 
Vichy’s official news _ service, 
Telemondial. This means they are 
anti-American, hysterically anti- 
British, pro-Nazi and of course pro- 
Japanese, At the moment one of 
their principal jobs is to outdo 
Berlin as to Axis claims on the 
Russian front and fhus to convince 
Latin America that the cause of 
the United Nations has been lost 
in Russia. They do a yeoman 
service in spreading Axis rumors 
designed to discredit the Allies 
and especially the United States.

The long range propaganda job 
of Vichy is to undermine in 
minds of both the French people 
at home and listeners abroad con- 


fidence in Britain, the United 
States and Russia while at the 
same time beating the drum for 


Hitler’s New Order. Since the be- 
ginning of July, this line of talk 
has been greatly intensified. 
first, Vichy’s vituperation was re- 
served—in about equal amounts— 
for Russia and Britain, 


In the home broadcasts, Amer- 
ica is painted as “immoral.” Be- 
cause Mr. Roosevelt went out of 
his way to conciliate the French 
sending a revised suggestion 
about the French ships in Egypt, 
Vichy’s radio station told the home 
populace that this showed the 
“United States government was 
weak.” Last week, for the 
time, Vichy broadcasts attacked 
the President personally. 

The Vichy government in its 
propaganda is also trying to stir 
up trouble in North America by 
appealing to the separatist 
encies of the French Canadians. 
This campaign began early in May. 
French Canadians were told in 
broadcasts beamed toward Canada 
from Vichy that they were being 
persecuted for their opposition to 
the war. “French Canadians are 
French, our brothers by blood and 
tongue,” said Vichy, adding that 
there is a “solidly founded hope” 
that a French Catholic State may 
arise in the St. Lawrence valley, 
The “mother country” will not for- 
get the French in Canadg, Laval’s 
henchmen continued, nor will it 
forget the treaty of 1763 which put 
the seal of “British robbery” on the 
French of the New World. 

To the forty million Frenchmen 
at home Vichy’s propaganda has 
been incredibly—and ignobly—de- 
featist, though recently there has 


been a curious change as Laval at- | 


tempted to lower Petain’s prestige. 
The Marshal's argument for col- 
laboration with the Nazis has 
always been based on 
“weakness and guilt.” Last 
Laval began trying a new line, 
arguing for collaboration on the 
ground of French “strength and 
pride.” 

This conflict, however, has not 
prevented the propaganda which 
is served daily to the French peo- 
ple from attempting to do 
thing possible to crush French 
hopes in an Allied victory. That

Editor, Bulletin: The farm debt 
Situation has reached a critical 
stage in this province, With $250,- 
000,000 of debt against the land and 
Provincial Debt Adjustment legis- 


lation declared ultra vires by the) 


courts, it is imperative that effec- 


tive measures be taken to cope 
with the problem. 
Delegates representing the or- 


ganized farmers and governments 
of the three prairie provinces met 
in Saskatoon on June 29 and 30 
and discussed the situation, with 
the result that representatives of 
the three provinces went to Ottawa 
and placed the matter before the 
Dominion government which 
claims authority to pass whatever 
legislation may be necessary to 
effect legal debt adjustment and 
to prohibit creditors from taking 
possession of farm lands or the 
basis of present contracts. 


The delegation was told that it 
was too late to introduce legisla- 
tion at the present session of par- 
liament; but the Dominion govern- 
ment would protect the farmers by 
order in council. So far we have 
not been advised that this order in 
council has been passed; but the 
Provincial Debt Adjustment is still 
functioning and will 
behalf of any farmer who may be 
unduly harassed by creditors. 


In the meantime and until other 


|legislation is provided the Farmer | 


Creditor Arrangement Act. is oper- 
ative in Alberta and Saskatchewan; 
but the farmers’ organizations are 
not satisfied with proposals which 
have been and are being made by 
the Board of Review under pro- 
vision of that act because in many 
cases farmers have been unable to 
meet their adjusted obligations 
because owing to the fact that 
there is too much of a disparity in 
price levels.

| limit of human endurance! As for 
|paying higher wages, “where in 
Heaven's name are those higher 
| wages to come from?” At present 
llevels of returns for farm pro- 
| ducts, higher wages are absolutely 
impossible, and, by the way, no 
ceiling has been put on farm 
wages 

In view of the seriousness of the 
situation, here is what the execu- 
tive of the United Farmers are 
urging upon Federal and provin- 
cial governments in an effort to 
meet this desperate situation. We 
are saying to the Federal govern- 


ment that the most effective use 
be made in the harvest fields of 
of war and _ internees 


prisoners 
We urge, despite the statement of 
Mr. Ralston, that the greatest pos- 
sible number of our armed forces 
be released for harvest with their 
pay continuing We say to the 
Federal government that they 
should pass an_ order-in-council 
giving the farmers absolute pro- 
tection from seizure in any portion 
of the first five bushel quota; as 
this and much more will be needed 
to help finance the harvest. 

To the provincial government we 
are saying that high schools should 
remain closed at ieast until the 15th 
day of October, thereby enabling 
the high school students and teach- 
ers to help with the work. We also 
say to them that al! provincial gov- 
ernment projects should be re- 
duced temporarily to enable such 
employees to assist the farmers. 

To the Boards of Trade and town 
councils of our towns and villages, 
we are urging in those towns and 
villages that most of the places of 
business with the exception of farm 
machinery agencies, blacksmiths 
and machine shops, ete, be closed 
| for three days a week, such as Mon- 
|days, Wednesdays and Fridays, to 
enable such employers and em- 
ployees to do their bit towards the 
harvest. If we are successful in 
making this uniform over the prov- 
ince no one will come to town on 
these days except for repairs 

We further suggest to all employ- 
ers that to the greatest possible ex- 
tent holidays be granted as freely as 
possible to all female employees 
who are capable of driving a truck 
or tractor or of helping in the farm 
| home, for let us not forget that this 
time of stress is one of great diffi- 
culty for the much overworked farm 
house wife.

As for sights and frights the best 
advice is to forget them. No indi- 
viduel could possibly live for nine 
months without being the victim 
of some emotional upheaval and 
nature would be haphazard indeed 
if such accidents could jeopardize 
the baby’s appearance In the 
countless divisions and _ sub-divi- 
sions of the body cells something 
may go wrong and the result would 
be some malformation, usually 
trivial, but noticeable. We cannot 
prevent such mishaps. The best a 


mother can do is to feed herself 
properly She should understand 
that no nerve connections lead to 


the unborn baby and so it is insu- 
lated from her nervous reactions. 
She should be thankful that wise 
nature has so planned it that neith- 
er good nor ill thoughts can im- 
prove or mar the child. [t must 
be that way for the safety of the 
baby.

| Here are some pointers issued 
| by the Bureau of Home Economics 
to prevent food waste 

Milk: Don’t let milk stand out 
| Keep it in the colder part of the 
refrigerator. When cooking, take 
|out only milk and cream needed 
and let the rest stay cold. Don't 
pour left-over milk back into the 
main supply. Put away milk the 
first thing after each meal, Keep 
odorous foods-—fish, onions, cab- 
bage. melons etc. away from 
milk. Use suds and sun on all 
milk containers. Scald ojten 

Store dried milk in the refrig- 
erator for better keeping. Also 
opened cans of evaporated and 
condensed milk

BREAKFAST: Sliced peaches, 
oatmeal, enriched toast, coffee 
milk. 

LUNCHEON: Creamed leftover 
vegetables in toast baskets, hard 
| enriched rolls, stewed plums, cook- 
ies, tea, milk. 

DINNER: Corned beef hash on 
toast with poached eggs, buttered 
spinach, country fried potatoes, 
green salad, fresh fruit gelatin, 
cream, coffee, milk 


| Cheese: Cold and 
the watchwords for cheese. Use 
cottage and other soft 
quickly, for they spoil soon Hard, 
cured cheese, well wrapped. may 
be kept longer. 

| Eggs: Wipe off soiled spots on 
eggs with a dry, rough cloth, But 
| don't wash eggs before storing. 
Water destroys the protective film 
that keeps out air and odors. Store 
eggs in open bow! or wire basket 
in cool place. 

Onions and potatoes: A dry cool 
blackout suits them both, but avoid 
freezing. 

Sea food: Fish and all other sea 
| food spoil in a few hours at room 
temperature. Cook at once, or 
wrap in wax paper to keep odor 
frim other foods. Keep very cold

red blood cells, it is said. One of 
the important duties of the red cell 
is to carry oxygen from the lungs 
to the tissues all over the body. The 
extraordinary power of the red 
blood cell to absorb oxygen is given 
it by a special! substance it contains, 
called hemoglobin. Hemoglobin is 
the coloring matter which makes 
the red blood cell red and contains 
iron. When the red blood cells are 
reduced in number, the patient is 
said to have anemia. Usually, there 
is a corresponding reduction in 
hemoglobin at the same time 

Two important types of anemia 
are known: pernicious anemia and 
secondary anemia, Secondary ane- 
mia is the most common disorder of 
the blood and may be essociated 
with many abnormal conditions. It 
is only natural that, when a dis- 
order exists somewhere in the body, 
that the blood will also suffer. This 
is most true when the disease 
brings about some interference with 
nutrition so that the blood-making 
parts are cut off from getting all 
of the elements needed. or are pre- 
vented from using some element, 


such as iron, in making new 
healthy blood cells 
A partial list of some of the 


causes of chronic secondary anemia 
includes: lack of the right kind of 
food: a disorder which prevents the 
normal assimilation of food: con- 
tinued loss of blood; tapeworm: 
rheumatic fever in children: and 
the presence of pus pockets. Prob- 
lably the principal cause of second-

blood test made. A test made on 
healthy blood will show that there 
are present about five million red 
blood cells and about six thousand, 
five hundred white blood cells.

blood cells will be decreased, being 
below the norinal.

Consumption 

OTTAWA, Aug. #9. — (CP) —To 
encourage greater consumption of | 
the earlier varieties of apples, 
which are in surplus supply this 
year, S. R. Noble, sugar adminis- 
trator of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, announced Tuesday 
that “until further notice” domestic 
consumers may purchase by 
voucher extra sugar at the rate of 
one pound per eight pounds of such 
apples consumed in the household 

This is equivalent to one pound 
of sugar for a six quart basket of 
apples, or five pounds a bushel box, 
crate or hamper 

As apples are not preserved, this 
fruit has not hitherto qualified for 
the issue of sugar on purchase 
vouchers. Mr. Noble said it was

A government spokesman said 
Saturday that the prevince was in- 
vesting insurance premiums in 
worthwhile projects to develop Al- 
berta, and one such project was 
home-building. 

“Thus people who have insur- 
ance policies with the government 
are assured that their money is 
being invested in a manner which 
will do their own province the 
most good,” the spokesman de- 
clared. 

Provisional directors of the kd- 
monton Co-operative Building As- 
sociation are J. B. Gillies, C. G, 
| Purvis, K.C., Elisha East, Wellesley 
Fraser and David Forster. Mr. Gil- 


lies is provisional chairman and 
Williston Haszard is secretary- 
treasurer. 


Mr. Gillies explained that the or- 
ganization could be regarded as a 
building, savings and loan associa- 
tion which assists prospective 
home-builders who haven't the full 
amount of required cash to build a 
home. 


PURCHASE SHARES 

Under the association's plan, 
those desiring to build purchase 
shares in the association. Each 
{share is worth $200. Assistance 
funder the plan is 
| share-holders only. 

Shares may be purchased on a 
monthly basis, $5 a month being 


the minimum payment, although 
the shareholder may pay as much 
as he is able to—$25, $50 or more 


| a month, if possible. 


This system helps the small 
wage-earner particularly to put 
| by ¢ufficent savings to enable 
| him to start building his home,” 
| Mr, Gillies explained. 
| The subscriber must have 25 per 
cent of the cost of his home in 
shares before the association loans 
him the balance to pay the full 
cost of the dwelling. 

For example, if he plans on 
building a $2,000 home the total 
value of his paid-up shares must he 
$500. Then the association loans 
him the balance of $1,500 at 5 per 
| cent to pay for the building 

Payments on the loan may be 
spread over five, 10, 15 or 20 years, 
according to the borrower's ability 
to pay. Payments may be made in 
the form of monthly rent.

READY CASH 
Another example of how the 
| building association operates was 


also given by Mr. Gillies. If a pros- 
pective home-owner has $1,000 cash 
saved up and plans on building a 
$4,000 home he can buy $1,000 worth 
of shares outright and the associa- 
tion will loan him the balance of 
$3,000. 

Owing to wartime restrictions on 
building material, a person plan- 
ning to build a home with the aid 
of the association must assure the 
association that he will be able to 
contract for sufficient lumber and 
other building material 
completion of the dwelling. 

“The association is not respons- 
ible for obtaining building sup- 
plies for a shareholder,” Mr. Gil- 
lies explained. “We must be as- 


sured by the shareholder that 
sufficient labor and materials 
| are available to complete the 


home. We don't want hal f-built 
dwellings on our hands owing to 
lack of material.” 

Mr. Gillies explained that the as- 
sociation was seeking a substantial 


increase in membership. “Although 


we only obtained our charter re- 
cently, five shareholders are al- 
ready planning their new homes,” 


he said

He pointed out that the associa- 
tion also effered opportunities for 
investors with money who didn't 
want to build homes themselves. 
“After we have been operating for 
some time we hope to be in a posi- 
tion to pay .nvestors 4 per cent on
